OIL OPERATIONS 
ARE UNDER WAY 


Big Derrick Already Erected on Sentous 
Ranch and Drilling Machinery Being 
Installed—Capitalists 
Prepared 
to 
Drill 4000 Feet to Tap Oil S t r a t a - 
Work to Be Rushed. 


About three miles clue south from the 
end of Hollenbeck street, Covina, brings 
one out into a littlo valley, which is 
part of the Sentous ranch. Hundreds of 
tons of hay are being grown in this 
valley this year as formerly, but there 
is a new sight awaiting the 
visitor, 
who takes the road through the big 
ranch. Perched on a hillside, which to 
the unitiated appears no different from 
hundreds of other hillsides, is an im­ 
mense oil well derrick. 
Several neat 
frame cottages occupy a 
neighboring 
elevation. 
Many tons of drilling ma­ 
chinery are being imported daily, and 
the Santa Fe interests, "which havo oil 
interests on the Sentous, promise 
to 
havo their well started in ten days. 


It is in the last two months that the 
Ripley and Santa Fe peoplo havo bo- 
come interested in the oil prospects of 
this territory. The best geologists and 
oil experts in the state have prospected 
the section, and it is thoir opinion that 
the strata which feeds the big producers 
in tho Montebello fields will be tapped 
hero at a reasonable level. 
In putting 
down this first hole the drillers are pre­ 
pared to bore fonr thousand feet. 


Everything possible is being done to 
facilitate the work. Frank Ii. Wright, 
manager of the Covina Home Telophono 
Company, made a preliminary 
survey 
this week, for a direct line to the field, 
to be connected up with the Puento ex­ 
change The men who work on the job 
will be housed on the ranch. The capi­ 
talists aro anxious to hurry tho work 
of drilling this first well ns much as 
possible, for if a good well is obtained, 
other holes will be started Immediately,

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RELIGIOUS ACTIVITIES AND THE 


INFLUENCE OF COVINA CHURCHES 


(Address of Rev. 8. J . McConnell, pastor of Covina M. E . church before Mon­ 
day Afternoon Club.) 


I hnve been asked to represent 
the 
churches of Covina, in this 
afternoon 
meeting. 
While there conld not have 
been assigned me a more delightful task, 
yet, I venture upon this critical duty 
with hesitancy and certain knowledge 


of 
unfitness. 


To 
speak of the churches in Covina, 


or 
elsewhere, intelligently, requires a 
life time of personal attention and close 
affiliation with the various denomina­ 
tions represented in our city, and 
a 
familiarity with the church 
doctrines 
which have influenced the 
individual 
and 
general denominational 
character 


of 
the various sects, under contempla­ 
tion. 
The speaker, also, should be free 
from bias nnd prejudice so that every 
church built upon .Tcsus Christ as the 
Chief 
Corner 
Stone, 
should 
share 
equally in his estimate of importance 
to a state or community. 


There may come a time when denom­ 
inational barriers will be broken down 
and the names by which they are non- 
known will become only a matter of 
history. 
I f that time ever comes it 


. will not be necessary for any particular 
denomination to shout from the house 
tops, 
" W e 
are 
i t , " \ but 
to 
that 
particular center the lovers of Christ 
and his kingdom will be drawn and nil 
who love his appearing 
will flow to­ 
wards it as the rivers flow to the sea. 


As 
it is today, we have several de­ 
nominations in Covina, .each one fully 
persuaded that God is using that one 


for 
the readjusting of the human rela­ 
tionship 
to 
the 
divine. 
Broad 
and 
Christ like is ho who sees good in them 


all 
and broader and more Christ like 


is ho who unselfishly and with a full 
knowledge 
of the sacrifice 
it 
entails 
shoulders 
the 
responsibility 
with 
his 
fellows and joins the forces of organiz­ 
ed righteousness. 
God is ever working 
toward variety and difference, and man 


is forever trying to rub out the differ­ 
ences. 
Nature does not turn all flowers 
into roses, but works toward a thou­ 
sand varieties of bloom and blossom. 


A thousand varieties of fruit and grain 
in field and forest. 
There is room for 


all 
the churches. 


Having lingered long in foreign climes 
and countries, Plutarch returned homo 
to affirm that ho had found cities with- 


' out walls, without 
literature, 
without 
coin or kings, but ho added, "Thoro 
novcr was, nor shall there ever bo a 
city without temple, church or chapel." 
Were it possible for tho ancient traveler' 
to come forth from his tomb and visit 
the beautiful little city of Covinn, with 
its splendid thoroughfares, fragrant cit­ 
rus groves, its educational 
institutions 
and comfortable homos, he would not be 
disappointed in the number and char­ 
acter of the temples of worship, hero 
presented. 
The assertion made by the 
great 
writer 
so many 
centuries ago 
would be justified in the sacred edifices 
supported and reverenced by this highly 
favored community. 


Practically all of the churches are 


of 
recent build and several of modern 
and attractive architecture. 
If, to the 
wise 
Plutarch 
there 
was 
given 
the 
.privilege of attending tho Sunday morn­ 
ing sorvices and witnessing the throngs 


of 
happy Sunday school children 
and 
their more maturo asocintos in the study 


of 
tho Holy Scripture, with the scores 


of 
intelligent teachers and officers and 
then 
tarrying for the public 
worship 


of the Heavenly Father, to take a wor­ 
shipers part in the devout prayers and 
hymns, then listen to the preaching of 
the great sweet gospel of the world's 
Savior, he would bo led to decline Hint 
ufter all these centuries the temple, the 
chapel and the church are a fixture in 
the world's fabric. 
He would also be 
convinced that not only the form of 
worship 
is observed 
and 
maintained 
but that there is a spirit of religious 
fervor in all of the worship, equalled 
only by tho intelligent presentation of 
the truth and tho acceptance of the 
same. 


But 
tho size of 
tho 
congregations 
and tho splendidly equipped houses of 
worship do not give an adequate con­ 
ception of tho work done and the in­ 
fluence generated. 


In 
euch church 
there 
are 
separate 
organizations, with 
their various^ offi­ 
cers and mothods of management. 
The 
Sunday schools enlist the greater part 


of the membership of all ages, from the 
little tot in the beginners, to tho octo 


would find that we are living in just 
such a place. 
It is a well known 
fact 
however, that this unsurpassed and ad­ 
mirable country, round about 
Covina 
contributes largely toward 
the 
atten­ 
dance and effectiveness of these schools. 
Over 200 of our citizens give them­ 
selves, as teachers or officers to the Sun­ 
day 
school work 
each 
Sunday; 
the 
teachers, preparing 
themselves during 
the week for this commendable task of 
instructing their classes in the Holy 
Scripture. 
Week in week 
out, 
fifty

The development of the citrus indus-' 
try in 
Covina is inseparably 
inter-, 
woven with that of Southern 
Califor­ 
nia that I will give some general Heni3 
first. 


The growing of oranges in Southern 
California probably began at Los An­ 
geles and San Gabriel in the year 1805. 
I noticed an item recently stating that 
oranges sold in Los Angeles in .1868 at 
.00 per 100. 
The plantings at 
that 
time were entirely 
of 
the 
seedling 
variety. 
Later other varieties, such as 
bloods, Mediterranian sweets, were in­ 
troduced from Southern Europe. 


In those early years of the orange 
industry the people were handicapped 
and discouraged by scale pests, which 
threatened the .very existence of the 
trees. It was not until about 1890 that 
the process of-fumigation was success­ 
fully introduced.. When' it was realized 
that the scale could by this means^be 
held in check a great boom in planting 
occurred all over 
1 Southern 
California. 
The first Washington navel tree, which 
is still living, was planted in Riverside 
in 1876. The buds from that tree have 
produced a nursery 
stock from which 
the enormous planting of the state have 
been made. 


The 
first 
nursery of navel trees, in 
Covina, was grown by Michael Bald- 
ridge and his brother, James, on the 
property now known as Palmetto ranch, 
owned by Mrs. Frank 
M. 
Chapman. 
These men produced about 100,000 trees 
in 1883 and 1884, which sold for $1.00 
per tree. 
Some of the best groves in 
Covina were planted from that stock. 


From 1885 to 1890 prices for oranges 
were very good, which stimulated plant­ 
ing all over the citrus district of South­ 
ern California. 
Then followed several 
years of depression brought about prin­ 
cipally by the greed of the speculators. 
The real prosperity of 
the 
industry 
dates from 1894, when the Exchange 
was organized, although 
for 
several 
years afters that conditions were bad. 


The success of the exchange in mar­ 
keting the crop put the industry on a 
staple basis and the output increased 
enormously, from about 3,000 carloads 
to 50,000, the estimate for this year. 


The talk of over production has al­ 
ways been with us, but seems no nearer 
realisation than years ago. 
Better dis­ 
tribution in the markets has taken caru 
of the increase so that the large crops 
of the present are marketed as eosily 
anil at as good a price as were the smal­ 
ler crops of yenrs ago. 


The Valencia orange seems to have 
come to California from two separate 
sources at about the same time. 
There 
are two distinct types of this variety. 
Tho true Valencia, which is the type 
mostly raised in this district, was in­ 
troduced from England by \ . B. Chap­ 
man of San Gabriel. 
It is of tho long 
or oval shape. 


The Harts Tardif was introduced into 
Riverside county from 
Florida 
nbout 
the same time. 
This type is almost al­ 
ways round. 
The first Valencia grove 
planted in this valley is now owned 
by Mr. W". R. Powell of Azusa, and 
was set out in the year 1886. 


The first exchange packing liouso for 
this district was built in Azusa in 1894, 
where all the oranges handled by the 
exchange from Covina were packed. 
In 
1897 
tho 
Covina 
Citrus 
Association 
built the first part of the packing house 
now "operated by them. 


Tho Covina crop at that time was 
about 200 carloads. 
The largest crop 
marketed by the Covin's exchange was 
1350 cars during tho season of 1913-14, 
for which the growers of this district 
received f.o.b. returns of $740,000. Last 
year the crop of 1915-1(5 was 1100 cars 
for which the growers received $9(50,- 
000 f.o.b. 
It is estimated that the ex­ 
change in Covina this year will ship 
1400 cars and they expect to exceed 
tho million dollar mark in returns. The 
entire crop for the Covina district this 
year will probably be about 2,000 cars. 


In 1916 the total acreage in Califor­ 
nia was about 168,500 acres of oranges, 
of which 55,500 were non-bearing. 
In 
the Covina district thero nro 4000 ncres 
bearing and 1,000 acres of young trees. 
By these figures you will seo that the 
maximum crop has not boon reached, 
but we have every reason to deliovo that 
tho development of the market will kcop 
pace with, the production.

The L. P. got talking about 
cover< crops that morning, I remember. 
The stuff was up to our knees, and very 
wet. " C a n ' t see what good it does," 
said the L. P., "except to wet you 
through. 
They say it puts 
fertilizer 
into the ground, but how much docs it 
take out, that's what I'd like to know." 


Tho old man was-cutting a big limb 
in tho next tree, and ho stopped 
at 
that and "Now I'll tell yor," he said, 
" i f they'd plough the stuff in just be­ 
fore it starts to make flowering stalks, 
it might do the ground some good, but 
as soon as it goes to flowering it is just 
robbing the ground all the time," 


And I guess he wasn't so far 
from 
the mark either. Seems to me that the 
time when the struggle for reproduc­ 
tion takes place is the time when the 
greatest demand is made upon the re­ 
sources of plant or animal. 
And who 
will deny that in either case those re­ 
sources 
come ultimately 
out 
of 
the 
ground T 
Yes*, out of the storehouse of 
faithful old mother earth, who has chil­ 
dren of all sorts. Sometimes they are 
birds, her children, sometimes 
fishes, 
sometimes animals, sometimes men and 
women, and sometimes they are orange 
trees. 
They all come from her, they 
all go back to her, and in the meantime 
they are all supported by her. 
Some 
job, I should say I I know what the O. 
M.'s idea about vetch and beons and 
such like is that they collect nitrogen 
during the early part of their life in 
order to support them through the all- 
important days of flowering and seed 
time; and that if you want to have 
that nitrogen for the use of your orange 
trees, you have got to cut short the life 
of your cover crop before it starts to 
use it for itself. It seems to me that 
there is more in that old man's hi-ad 
than some folks give him credit 
for, 
and that the case of the cover crop is 
very like that of the bees and 
the 
honey. Some people may think that the 
gentle bee gathers honey for the bene 
fit of its owner, but it do/isn't; it gath­ 
ers it just for its own use, and if you 
don't get that honey before the be<: 
happens to want it, you won't get it at 
all.

EXPERIENCES ON EUROPEAN FRONT

ENJOY INTERESTING CIVIC PROGRAM 


" K n o w

B e t t o r , " 
was 
the subject, ehosen 
by t h e civic 
committee 
of 
the 
Monday 
Afternoon 
Club, of which Mrs. C. W. Comun in 
chairman, 
for the meeting 
thin 
week. 
I t wns u. " b o o s t e r " day for the club, 
and many of t h e prominent Oovina IJUH- 
incBH men were appropriately 
introduc­ 
ed iiy Mrs. Coman, who toolc charge of 
the afternoon. 


Hhe flrnt introduced Mayor ,T. X. Wil­ 
son, as reprcHPriting the city 
trustees. 
Mr. Wilson told something of the gov­ 
ernment of the city and the manner in 
which the business is carried on. Dur­ 
ing the past, seven years, rapid 
strides 
have been made toward making Oovina 
a city. 
Among t h e i m p o r t a n t 
factors 
were the laying of six a n d one-half 
miles 
of 
paved 
roads, 
lightfng 
three 
miles of streets, building t h e fire sta­ 
tion and equipping it with a fire engine 
a t a cost of about $12,000, and b u y i n g 
and p u t t i n g under municipal 
operation 
the water system of the city. Mr. Wil­ 
son spoke also of the improvements ho 
hoped 
could b e brought, about in the 
near future—a sewer system connecting 
with tho r>2 acres purchased some years 
ago b y the city, a city hall, and a muni­ 
cipal 
park. 
One feature 
t h a t 
would 
greatly improve the appearance of the 
city, ho Baid, would be beautifying the 
p a r k w a y s a n d clearing the vacant 
lots 
of wee lv. 


W. M. 
rtriswold, 
manager of the Oo­ 
v i n a F r u i t 
Kxchange, was present, rep­ 
resenting the citrus industries, and read 
an interesting paper on t h e early his­ 
tory of citrus 
fruits in t h i s 
vicinity. 
Tho article 
appears 
elsewhere in 
t h i s 
issue of tho Argus. 


J. L. M a t t h e w s , editor o f ' t h e 
local 
Howapapor, and for years a resident of 
Goviha, gavo a talk on tho early history 
of the town and tho people who made 


it. 
A n u m b e r of the earliest 
pioneers, 
among them O. Vaughn and J. R. Phil­ 
lips, who had 
HIIC.1I an important part in 
m a k i n g the history of the valley, have 
long 
since 
passed 
on, but 
a 
number 
aro still among the business men of the 
city and active in local affairs. Mr. Mat­ 
thews told o f tho effort of the S a n t a 
Fo railway company to run a spur into 
Oovina. Mr. J. 8. Phillips, who a t that 
time owned practically all of tho terri­ 
tory surrounding the town, w a s opposed 
to ( h e railroad, and refused t o sell land 
for a right-of-way, and t h e road w a s 
laid along the foothills. 
Several 
years 
later, a oommittee of men obtained land 
from a point, west of Baldwin P a r k t o 
Grand a v e n u e for a right-of-way for the 
Southern Pacific company for the sum 
of $13,000, and the railroad was laid, 
which was the beginning of the rapid 
growth 
of the valley. 
Mr. 
M a t t h e w s 
told also of the three a t t e m p t s to incor­ 
porate t h e city and the factional 
dis­ 
putes to which it led; the building o f 
the hotel; and many other incidents of 
early 
history, 
which 
revived 
in 
tho 
minds of m a n y present tho vast 
Holds 
of sunflowers and grain where this eily 
now stands. 


Mr. Carl Clapp, the next speaker, told 
also of the early days when Oovina had 
one d e p a r t m e n t storo in which h e him­ 
self was a clerk, and could tell also of 
the time when tho railways came 
into 
tho 
valley, 
bringing 
with 
them 
pros­ 
perity. 
Mr. Clapp represented the com­ 
mercial interests of the city, his being 
the 
store 
which 
has been 
longest 
in 
operation in tho city, with the exception 
of the establishment of Mr. 10. P . War­ 
ner, who, with his brother, Curl Warner, 
started u grocery store hero when there 
was only one department 
store and u 
blacksmith 
shop run by C. W. P o t t e r . 
Mr. Clapp told not only of the early 


history of Covina, b u t also of some of 
the problems of the merchant, of today. 
If we are to " k n o w our own town bet­ 
t e r , " it can only be done by giving the 
local 
merchants 
a chance 
to 
please, 
which in every 
cane they are anxious 
to do if given the opportunity. 
Mr. 
Clapp's was a strong plea from the mer­ 
chants to trade a t home. 


Dr. B. 8. Oowen, superintendent 
of 
the schools, spoke, telling of the urgent 
need of new buildingfi and the plans 
that he and the boards of both 
the 
grammar and high schools are formulat­ 
ing to better 
school conditions. 
The 
grammar schools of Covina are inade­ 
quate—they are not u,p to the stand­ 
ard of the schools in other districts of 
less wealth and population, and most of 
the people are coming to find this out. 
The high school is overcrowded and it 
is necessary 
t h a t 
some new 
arrange­ 
ments be made 
for the large 
clnsscs 
that are being accommodated. 
" T h i s 
may not come all at one t i m e , " Dr. 
Gowcn 
said, " a n d the w a r conditions 
may make it hard 
for these 
improve­ 
ments to be m a d e ' all a t once, b u t we 
hope to h a v e the most i m p o r t a n t s o o n . " 


For the ministers and the churches, 
Dr. 8. J . McConnell, pastor of the Meth­ 
odist church, read a paper dealing with 
the moral conditions of the community, 
and the conditions of the churches and 
societies.

hi*, son in P a r i s a n d will, doubtless, be 
of 
interest 
t o their 
many 
friends 
in 
Covina. 


Mr. F l e t c h e r is associated with the 
Commission for Relief in Belgium and, 
after a stay of a few weeks in Paris, 
will go to London to continue his work 
with the commission: 


" I , of «course, h a v e had m a n y inter­ 
esting experiences during the past year, 
a n d 
especially 
d u r i n g 
the 
last 
two 
months. 


I suppose t h a t you received my let­ 
t e r 
in which 
I 
briefly 
described 
my 
trip to Cologne, Trier, Berlin and Ham­ 
b u r g 
with 
m y second 
German 
officer 
and an orderly. 
• 


I w a s in G e r m a n y on J a n . 31, and on 
F e b . 1 diplomatic relations were sever­ 
ed. I remained in Lorigwy until the 0th, 
when T returned 
t o Brussels, where I 
remained 
until March 20, when I left 
for Switzerland. 


Kight of us left on that day, amid 
stirring scenes, accompanied by an of­ 
ficer, and in t w o d a y s we were in Born, 
where we stayed three days before com­ 
ing to Paris. 


The balance of the party came out 
y e s t e r d a y with Mr. Whitlock and should 
arrive in P a r i s 
tomorrow. 


The 
officer 
w h o 
accompanied 
our 
p a r t y w a s ray second man a t Longwy, 
and I n a t u r a l l y 
k n e w him very 
well. 
H e w a s very considerate and we had a 
comfortable trip and-no difficulty a t the 
frontier. 


In fact, all the Americans were well 
treated by the German authorities dur­ 
ing all the t w o months after the diplo­ 
matic break. 
W e weer never in jail, 
according to reports, and enjoyed our 
former privileges. 


Paris is a lovely city, and I wns glad 
to reach it again and b r e a t h e free air 
once more after a year of German at­ 
mosphere. 


Today I w e n t 
with 
the 
six 
other 
Americans w h o came with me from Bel­ 
gium, as invited guests, to a meeting of 
the French senate, when P r e m i e r Ribot 
mude his speech of salutetion on the 
occasion of America entering the war. 


We met several senators, and 
after­ 
wards hud tea with one of them in the 
senate chamber of t h e Luxembourg. 


I t was one of the most interesting oc­ 
casions of m y y o u n g life. 
N e x t 
week 
several of t h e senators h a v e asked UB 


all for lunch. 
I love P a r i s . 
I t is the 
most beautiful 
city I have ever 
seen, 
and I can recall the many places I saw 
when here 
before. 


E x c e p t for t h e large n u m b e r of sol­ 
diers one would not know 
t h a t 
there 
was a w a r . 
The streets a r e crowded 
with 
people, and 
taxies, 
automobiles, 
and vehicles of all kinds are here by 
the thousands. 


This is very much in contrast to Ber­ 
lin, where I w a s t w o months ago. 


T h e r e 
are no 
private 
autos 
there, 
very 
few taxis, and almost 
none of 
these 
w i t h r u b b e r 
tires. 
T h e 
streets 
were very quiet for a large city. 


A t Bern we received from the French 
embassy 
special 
passports 
which 
are 
only given fo diplomats, and since our 
arrival in P a r i s we have been received 
most cordially. 


These are stirring times in which we 
live, and I think P a r i s ' w a s one of the 
most, interesting places on enrth to be 
in 
when 
President 
Wilson's 
message 
was 
published. 
Pnris 
streets 
display 
m a n y 
American 
flqgn, 
and the papers 
arc full of accounts of the movements 
in 
America, 
a n d pictures of 
Wilson, 
whose message h a s been very favorably 
reviewed and highly praised. 


I h a v e had m a n y interesting times in 
t h e past year, h a v e made m a n y friends, 
and lenrned a good. deal. 


I 
have 
dined 
scores of 
times 
with 
barons, counts, a n d w h a t n o t . T h a v e 
traveled a g r e a t deal, seen 
thousands 
and thousands of German soldiers, and 
met 
scores 
of 
officers—introduced 
to 
me b y m y officers in connection 
with 
the Commission for -Relief in Belgium. 


I h a v e seen the second line trenches 
on t h e German 
side, seen m a n y 
large 
cannons near Verdun, and h a v e 
heard 
the guns roar like thunder. I have been 
within one thousand yards of the fir­ 
ing line on several occasions, and have 
been under fire about six times. On one 
occasion 
when 
near the front 
in the 
m i l i t a r y 
automobile 
with t h e t w o of­ 
ficers 
I w a s shot at by a F r e n c h 
shell 
which landed only about t w e n t y 
yards 
from the car in a soft 
field, 
splashing 
mud on my face. 


I 
wish I could see you all and sit 
down 
for 
several 
d a y s ' 
conversation 
and tell you everything. 


A t any rate, I am glad to be on the 
allied side of t h e lines, where the very 
air one b r e a t h e s i s different, a n d m y 
long period of self-control is o v e r . "

Gas to Supplement Oil 
in Citrus Orchards 


Heating orchards with cheap gas has 
been mentioned by Covinu ranchers a 
number of times. 
It was the subject 
of an editorial in the Argus' several 
yearB ago. That the making of a gas 
cheap* enough to be used for this pur- 
poso has not hitherto been done, is true, 
but that it is being worked upon with 
a large degree of success is shown by 
an article recently in the Lordsburg 
Leader, concerning experiments 
being 
carried on by the Pomona chamber of 
commerce. The article states that, the 
matter of smudge is a serious one at 
Pomona and a woy of orchard heating 
without smudge is earnestly sought. 


John 8. Long, and son of this city 
believe they have tho solution in the 
gas heating plant which they have in­ 
stalled in their grove. 
They have been 
experimenting 
with, gas heating and 
from results obtained they feel warrant- 
«s3 fn< arranging to have the gas heat­ 
ing .plant installed. 
Tho plant which 
they proposo to put in will make gas 
from a very low grade of oil nt a cost, 
it is claimed, of not to exceed ten cents 
per tlioiisund cubic feet. 
It is estimat­ 
ed that a grove can be heated in thin 
way at one-fifth the cost of burning 
oil. 
The grower would also avoid the 
lioavy upkeep charge of grove heaters 
and tho danger to his trees by reason 
of leaky or overturned potH allowing the 
oil to penetrate to the roots of the trees. 


Chief engineer Berkeley of the .South­ 
ern California Gas Company is tho in­ 
ventor of the apparatus for producing 
this cheap gus, having, it is claimed, 
overcome dilllcultios which have baflled 
other engineers for years. Mr. Berke­ 
ley's prime object was tho production 
of a cheap gas for power. 
It is said 
that a lurgo manufacturing plant in Los 
Angeles is ubout to install the system 
for power purpose. 


When Frank Long heard of tho in­ 
vention he went to Mr. Berkeley and 
suggested that it would solve tho or­ 
chard heating problem. It was decided 
to put in a test plant in tho grove of 
Mr. Long nt Lordsburg. 
Mr. Borkoley 
is now in Honolulu superintending the 
installation of a gas plant 
for the 
Southern California Gas Company. Ho 
has a plat of the Long grove and will 
occupy his spare time during this trip 
in perfecting plans for tho plant here. 
He expects to use a burner of Are clay 
which will retain heat well and spread 
it over a large area. 
Four burners will 
be used to a tree, attached to tho supply 
pipe with metal hose. 
One stopcock 
will regulate tho gas for tho four burn­ 
ers which can bo easily lighted with a 
torch. Tho gas mains will need to be 
put in only in altornato rows, with a 
largo feeder main across ono end. Tho 
gas will bo forced through tho mains 
under direct pressure from the engine, 
from which tho entiro supply can bq 
regulated to suit the requirement of 
tho temperature. 
Tho samo plant can 
be utilized to furnish fuel for pump­ 
ing or heat for tho residence, but tho 
gas will not servo for lighting. 
It is 
expected tho cost of installation for a 
ten acre grovo will approximate throe 
thousand dollars. 


Iu experimenting with gas heating 
thru a pipe laid from his residence Mr. 
Long succeeded in raising tho tempera 
turc in his trees one cold morning from 
thirty-four to forty degrees. The heat 
is released directly under the trees und 
tho foliage retuins and conserves it. 
Several growers have expressed them­ 
selves as convinced that gus heutiug 
would be the thing and the gas com 
pauy has been swamped with applica­ 
tions, but they could not begin to sup­ 
ply gas enough, to be used for that pur­ 
pose. 
It would soem that the inven 
tion of Mr. Berkeley, if it shall prove 
the success anticipated, will have solved 
tho difficulty.

Driving away frost through tho uso 
of groat volumos of black smoke has 
boon a method that tho Argus has often 
commented upon unfavorably, not from 
nn actual and practical knowledge gain­ 
ed through participating in the work, 
but because tho idea never seemed to 
jibo with common sonso. There is no 
boat in unburnd carbon. On tho con­ 
trary, a pall of smoke over tho grovos 
keeps tho sun from warming tho earth 
and tho troos during tho daytime, with 
tho probablo result that tho grovos are 
just that much more cold whon night 
comes. 
v 


Smoke has boon an almost intolerable 
nuisance 
in 
districts 
where 
hoavy 
smudging has boon practicod, a dnmago 
to merchandise, to tho furnishings in 
homes and to tho footings of tho people 
who have to breathe and oat it. And 
it has only boon through tho minimum 
amount of heat producod by tho burn­ 
ing o'f crude oil that any frost protection 
haa been received at all through this 
method. 


Now comes tho growers of Pomona, 
recently in a conferenco presided ovor 
by D. C. Crookshank and lasting several 
days, in which they condemn tho smudg­ 
ing practice, and ask for intelligent ex­ 
perimenting toward tho end of invent­ 
ing a burner that will burn the greatest 
amount of the oil, producing a maxi­ 
mum heat and minimum smoke.
